HE  SETTLES. 

He  passed  through  his  studies  .at  the  Theological 

Seminary  at -  with  great  eclat;  and  was  held  in 

high  esteem  for  the  general  urbainty  of  his  manners, 
though  some  thought  him  rather  too  g:-ave.  After  due 
examination,  he  received  ordination  frjm  the  hands  of 

the  Bishop  of  - ,  who  gave  him  some  flattering 

expressions  of  his  personal  regard,  lie  was  for  some 


time  unsettled,  but  when  writing  to  a  friend,  who  had 
made  sevcntl  unsuccessful  efl’or.s  to  sertc  him,  he  re¬ 
marked,  ‘‘  I  have  received  my  commission  to  go  and 
preach  the  Gospel;  but,  alas!  I  cannot  execute  it:  nut 
l)cc:iuse  1  am  unwilling  to  obey,  but  because  my  Lord 
lias  assigned  me  no  specific  orders  where  to  go.  Is  be 
keeping  me  back,  in  displeasure;  or  to  try  my  faith 
and  patience?  1  see  the  people  perishing  around  me, 
and  1  long  to  point  them  to  the  I.amb  of  God,  which 
taketh  aw  ay  the  sin  of  the  world,  but  no  eflectual  door 
uf  entrance  to  them  is  opened,  and  I  am  doomed  to 
spend  most  of  my  Sabbaths  in  silence.”  After  wait¬ 
ing  for  several  months,  however,  he  was  unanimously 
irallcd  to  settle  in  the  parish  to  which  Mr.  Neville  be¬ 
longed.  'I'liis  ofler  Mr.  Montescjuc  very  readily  ac¬ 
cepted;  and  at  the  appointed  time,  he  entcreil  on  the 
tiischarge  of  his  sacred  functions.  Ilis  youthful  ap- 
pe-arance,  his  bold  and  impressive  style  of  preaching. 
Ids  activity  in  visiting  the  sick,  and  establishing  and 
Miperintcndiiig  a  Sabbath  school,  excited  very  general 
littention  through  the  town;  and  the  church,  which 
had  been  nearly  deserted,  was  soon  crowded  to  excess.

“  File  perpetual  intercourse  which  the  various  mem- 
hci*s  of  a  family  have  with  each  other — the  number 
and  the  diversity  of  the  duties  wbicli  devolve  upon 
them, — render  it  necessary  that  the  presiding  spirit, 
should  be  capable  of  maintaining  a  calmness  and  pla- 
cid'itv  of  disposition,  which  cannot  be  easily  ruffled. 
On  tills  account,  if  he  marry  a  w  oman  of  an  irritable 
or  an  unyielding  temper,  lie  cannot  reasonably  calcu¬ 
late  on  much  domestic  happiness.  And  as  his  wife 
will  occupy  not  only  the  ])08t  of  observation,  but  the 
station  of  influence;  as  she  will  be  called  to  move  in  the 
circles  of  refinement,  as  well  amongst  the  uncouth  and 
t!»e  illiu-ratc;  as  she  will  give  a  tone  to  public  opinion 
;hk1  feeling,  on  many  <Ielicate  and  important  questions 
of  general  interest  and  excitement;  and  will  add  to  the 
respectability  of  her  husband’s  oflicial  character,  or 
imperceptibly  lower  it  in  the  esteem  of  others; — she 


prefer  a  secluded  to  a  more  public  life.  It  is  true,  my  j 
uncle  has  discarded  me,  and  I  have  not  the  means  of 
supporting  her  in  a  style  of  living  equal  to  her  expec¬ 
tations;  and  yet,  as  she  will  inherit  her  father’s  fortune, 
there  will  be  enough  for  all  the  purposes  of  domestic 
happiness,  and  to  sp.vre.  1  will  speak  to  him,  and  if  he 
object,  the  secret  of  my  attachment  shall  die  with  me, 
unless  he  disclose  it.” 

Some  of  my  fair  readers  may  suppose  that  tlie  first 
overtures  ought  always  to  be  made  to  the  lady,  and 
then,  if  she  pve  consent,  the  approbation  of  otlicrs 
may  be  solicited.  But  though  this  may  be  admitted 
!  as  a  general  maxim,  yet,  w'hen  there  is  any  great  dis- 
I  parity  of  circumstances  on  the  part  of  the  gentleman, 

,  I  think  he  ought  to  take  no  decisive  steps  to  gain  her 
:  affections,  till  he  has  ascertained  if  they  will  constitute

When  p.assing  away 
from  this  enchanted  spot,  walking  as  lovers  walk,  when 
the  bud  of  plighted  promise  is  just  beginning  to  open 
in  the  visible  expressions  of  its  character,  they  were 
surprised  by  the  sudden  appearance  of  a  facetious 
friend,  who  remarked,  that  this  had  been  an  evening 
in  which  there  had  been  an  excess  of  excitement.

Ami  how  often  has  the  intelligent  Christian  to  regret 
the  manner  in  whicii  the  nuptial  vow  is  celebrated, 
even  in  pious  families.  There  is  feasting,  and  mirth,' 
and  dancing;  while  prayer  for  the  divine  blessing  to 
rest  on  tlie  union  is  either  neglected,  or  offered  up  as 
a  mere  cercntonial  conclusion. 

It  was  known  amongst  the  servants  of  the  family 
when  the  marriage  was  to  take  pl.ace;  and  though  they 
were  enjoined  secrecy,  yet  the  report  spread  through 
the  vilLage,  and  many  resolved  to  witness  an  event  in 
which  they  felt  a  personal  interest.  As  there  was  to 
be  no  disphiy,  the  bride  walked  to  the  church  sup¬ 
ported  by  her  father,  her  mother  walking  by  her  side, 
leaning  on  the  arm  ot  a  young  friend  who  was  to  act 
as  bride ’s-maitl.  On  entering,  Mr.  Montesque  con¬ 
ducted  them  to  the  altar,  where  his  friend,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  ,  stood  ready  to  perform  the  ceremony.  It 

was  soon  over;  when  they  withdrew,  arm-in-arm. 


appearance  at  church;  the  bride  in  her  own  family 
pew,  while  her  husband  led  the  devotions  of  the  peo¬ 
ple;  thus  teaching,  by  the  force  of  his  example,  that 
a  ciiristian  ought  never  to  allow  his  attention  to  the 
social  duties  to  interrupt  his  discloarge  of  the  more  sa¬ 
cred  obligations  he  is  under,  to  worship  God  in  the 
assembly  of  bis  saints. 

When  a  minister  of  religion  stands  aloof  from^  his 
congregation,  except  in  the  discharge  of  the  functions 
of  his  office;  they  are,  comparatively,  unaffected  by 
any  of  his  domestic  arrangements:  but  when  he  throws 
himself  in  amongst  them;  w'hcn  he  brings  the  influ¬ 
ence  of  his  private  character  and  deportment,  to  give 
effect  to  his  public  labours;  when  he  takes  the  over¬ 
sight  of  them  in  the  Lord,  and  acts  under  a  full  con¬ 
viction  that  he  shall  have  to  give  account  of  the  whole 
of  his  conduct  towauxls  them; — they  will  manifest  a  so¬ 
licitude  for  his  welfare,  wliich  bears  some  analogj-  to 
that  which  a  parent  feels  for  his  children.  They  will 
do  this,  not  because  they  wish  to  interfere  with  his 
private  affairs,  but  because  they  know  that  their  hap¬ 
piness  is  involved  in  his,  and  that  tlie  inluences  un¬ 
der  wliich  he  lives  in  the  privacies  of  home  will, 
though  imperceptibly,  operate  on  them^  On  these 
accounts  they  become  deeply  interested  in  the  cha¬ 
racter  of  his  wife,  on  the  peculiarity  of  vliose  temper 
and  deportment  the  respectability  and  tie  usefulness 
of  her  husband  so  materially  depend.  As  she  is  the 
most  conspicuous  member  of  their  sociJ  community, 
so  she  may  prove  the  most  influential,  either  to  im¬ 
prove  or  to  injure  others.  If  a  tale-bearer,  if  given  to 
detraction,  if  fond  of  going  from  house  to  horse,  lis¬ 
tening  to  all  the  idle  chit-chat  of  the  foolish  and  the 
curious,  if  she  possess  a  light  or  a  rarcorous  spirit, — 
she  will  cast  over  the  field  of  her  husband’s  moral  cul¬ 
ture  the  tares  of  evil,  break  up  the  hirmony  of  frater¬ 
nal  peace,  and,  like  the  sons  of  Eli,  will  cause  the  peo¬ 
ple  to  shun  the  services  of  the  temple;  but  if  she  be  a 
keeper  at  home,  or  visit  to  do  good,  if  she  unite  the 
wisdom  of  the  serpent  with  the  innocence  of  the  dove; 
if,  when  she  speaks,  the  words  of  kindnes  fall  from  her 
lips;  — she  will  be  a  co-worker  with  him  in  building 
them  up  In  their  most  lioly  faith,  and  tlius  preparing 
them  for  the  coming  of  their  I.ord. 

“  Yes,”  said  Montesque,  when  re\'iewing  the  histo¬ 
ry  of  his  life;  “  the  remark  of  my  friend,  Mrs.  Ellison, 
was  correct;  few  have  had  such  peculiar  confirmations 
of  a  special  overruling  Providence  as  myself.  It  was 
nothing  less  than  a  miraculous  interposition  of  mercy, 
that  first  turned  the  cuirent  of  my  desires  from  things 
of  an  earthly,  to  things  of  a  heavenly  nature.  And 
since  then,  how  often  lias  the  Lord  caused  the  light  of 
deliverance  to  spring  out  of  the  darkness  of  perplexity; 
and  rendered  the  most  painful  disappointments  sub¬ 
servient  to  my  personal  happiness!  The  living  which 
was  promised  me  was  sold  to  a  stranger;  and  my  un¬ 
cle,  who  supported  me,  when  I  was  walking  after  the 
course  of  this  world,  cast  me  off,  as  soon  as  he  knew 
that  my  feet  were  turned  into  the  narrow  way;  but  all 
these  trials,  wliich  gave  exercise  to  faith  and  prayer, 
have  been  overruled  for  gpiod.  Had  he  been  faithful 
to  Lis  pledg':,  the  bounds  of  my  habitation  would  not 
have  been  fixed  in  this  lovely  village,  nor  should  I 
have  known  her  who  has  now  become  my  companion 
for  life.  If  I  had  occupied  the  pulpit  on  which  my 
heart  was  set,  1  might  have  risen  to  greater  eminence 
in  public  notice;  but,  periiaps,  I  should  not  have  met 
with  such  expressions  of  public  esteem;  and  though  I 
should  have  had  a  larger  congregation  to  preach  to, 
yet  my  ministry  might  not  have  been  equally  success¬ 
ful.  1  might  liave  acquired  more  extensive,  but  not 
such  powerful  influence;  and  become  what  the  world 
would  call  a  greater  man,  without  enjoying  that  con¬ 
tentment  of  oiind  1  now  feel.”

Let  your  compan¬ 
ionship  and  delight  be  chiefly  in  such  as  fear 
God.  Come  not  within  the  dwelling  of  the 
wicked.  If  you  would  not  be  numbered  among 
the  goats  at  Christ’s  left  hand,  at  the  day  of 
judgment,  then  number  not  yourselves  among 
them  here.  Consider  what  a  sweet  woril  was 
that  which  the  angel  brought  to  Daniel:  ‘O 
Daniel,  thou  art  greatly  beloved  of  God.*  Surely 
we  w'ould  give  a  thousand  worlds  if  we  had 
them,  to  receive  such  a  message  as  this;  but  if 
we  live  soberly,  righteously,  and  godly,  the 
time  will  shortly  come  when  Christ  will  say  that 
to  us,  and  much  more.

“The  evening  before  we  left  Alexandria  for 
Rosetta,  I  was  sitting  alone  with  him,  on  the 
top  of  the  house,  when  he  began  to  address  me

las  newspaper  published  on  the  14th  March, 
had  20,000  copies  struck  ofi*  in  the  space  of  a 
few  hours — each  copy  containing  40  feet  of 
printed  superfices,  therefore,  800,000  square 
feet  of  printed  surface  were  produced,  capable 
of  covering  an  area  of  about  20  acres.  This 
number  of  copies  consisted  of  320,000  leaves, 
measuring  sixteen  inches  in  length;  or  of 
640,000  pages,  or  of  1,920,000  columns,  or  of 
241,920,000  lines,  or  2,219,200,000  words. 
.Assuming,  therefore,  that  an  ordinary  octavo 
volume  of  500  pages,  each  of  34  lines  and  of 
10  words  in  each  line,  contains  170,000  words, 
the  press  of  the  Atlas  may  be  said  to  have 
printed  in  the  course  of  a  few  hours,  sufficient 
matter  for  14,230  octavo  volumes.  If  the  six¬ 
teen  leaves  of  each  copy  be  cut  out  and  placed 
end  to  end,  they  would  reach  from  London  to 
Salisbury;  and  if  each  leaf  be  divided  into  its 
respective  columns,  and  similarly  arrange<l,  the 
printed  slip  then  formed  would  be  of  sufficient 
length  to  go  round  Middlesex  and  the  seven 
surrounding  counties.  The  whole  of  the  ma¬ 
chinery  by  which  these  wonderful  effects  weie 
produced,  consists  of  two  larger  and  two  leaser 
cylinders,  put  in  motion  by  a  steam  engine  of 
Maudslay’s  of  four  horse  power,  managed  bv 
three  boys,  whose  interference  on  the  occasion 
was  strictly  limited  to  the  presenting  the  end 
of  the  enormous  blank  sheet  to  the  first  cylin¬ 
der,  and  to  the  receiving  it  in  a  few  seconds, 
printed  on  both  sides,  as  it  was  discharged  by 
the  last  cvlinder.

I  have  likewise  closely  ob¬ 
served  you,  and  cannot  but  say,  that  I  have 
often  pitied  you,  for  you  seem  to  labour  under 
the  same  disease,  as  1  did  formerly.  1  have 
now  heard  many  uf  your  objections,  and  the 
reasons  you  assign  for  not  giving  credit  to  what 
is  recorded  in  Uie  Bible,  yet  you  never  have 
told  me  any  thing  new,  for  the  same  things 
passed  through  my  head,  when  1  was  yet  very 
young;  but  with  all  my  reasoning,  1  found  no 
rest  fur  my  soul,  and  cannot  but  think,  that  this 
is  also  your  case.’  This  he  did  not  deny.  I 
continued:  *  1  had  read  in  the  Scriptures,  that  it 
is  then  only  that  we  can  be  convinced  of  the 
truth  of  the  gospel,  when  we  turn  to,  and  ap¬ 
peal  to  Jesus,  who  is  set  forth  as  our  Saviour, 
sincerely  desiring  to  be  freed  from  the  slavery 
of  sin.  1  then  thought,  if  so  great  an  object 
may  be  obtained,  it  is  well  worth  while  to  give  it 
a  fair  trial,  and  to  set  about  it  in  good  earnest. 

1  called  upon  the  name  of  that  Jesus,  of  whose 
power  to  save  1  had  doubted,  and  obtained  faith 
to  trust  in  Him  for  salvation.  My  deplorable  si¬ 
tuation,  as  estranged  from  God,  alarmed  me  more 
than  ever,  and  1  saw,  that  1  should  be  fur  ever 
lost,  without  an  Almighty  Saviour.  This  made 
me  turn,  with  my  whole  heart,  to  that  despised 
Jesus,  against  whom  you  seem  to  have  now,  as 
1  had  then,  so  much  to  object,  entreating  him 
fervently  to  manifest  himself  to  my  soul,  as  my 
Saviour  and  Redeemer:  and  He  did  not  leave 
me  long  in  suspense,  but  1  soon  experienced 
something,  which  1  cannot  express  to  you  in 
words,  nor  would  you  understand  me,  if  1  could, 
as  long  as  you  do  not  experience  it  yourself.  It 
was  the  peace  of  God  in  my  heart,  with  a  divine 
conviction  tiiat  my  sins  were  forgiven.  1  began 
to  feel  great  love  to  Him,  and  found,  that  in 
Him  1  had  power  to  resist  all  my  natural  evil 
propensities.  And  now,  though  1  cannot  indeed 
look  upon  myself  as  a  saint,  but  feel,  with  the 
Apostle  Paul,  that  no  good  dwelleth  with  me; 
yet  whenever  any  of  my  innate  depravity  shows 
Itself,  1  immediately  apply  to  the  same  source 
for  relief,  where  1  first  found  it,  and  am  never 
disappointed.  This  is  the  cause  why  1  and 
my  brethren  appear  cheerful;  fur  no  one  has 
more  reason  to  be  so,  than  he  who  feels  the 
peace  of  God  in  his  soul.’  When  the  doctor 
had  heard  this  simple  statement,  he  said,  with  a 
deep  sigh:  ‘I  fear  there  is  something  in  what 
—  you  have  said.’  He  afterwards  grew  very  af-
